Proceedings, August 3, 1960 


The Board of Canvassers of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, met under the provi- 
sions of Section 12.10 (a) of the City 
Charter. 


Present—City Clerk, Millie M. Brown, 
City Assessor Lester N. Pressley, and City 
Attorney Joseph F. Lavey. 


The Board of Canvassers proceeded to 
canvass the returns of the Special Election 
held on Tuesday, August 2, 1960, with the 
exception of returns for Ward 4, Precinct 
4 which had been sent erroneously to the 
County Board of Canvassers in Mason. 


Moved by Mr. Lavey, supported by Mr. 
Pressley that the meeting adjourn until 
the returns for Ward 4, Precinct 4 are 
secured from the County Board of Canvas- 
sers. 


AUGUST 4, 1960 


The Board of Canvassers reconvened at 
3:00 p.m. to complete the canvass with the 
following results. 


PROPOSAL NO. 1 
AMENDING CITY CHARTER— 
AMENDING SECTION 4.14 (a) 


The whole number of votes cast for Pro- 
posal No. 1, “Shall the Charter of the City 
of Lansing be amended so as to provide for 
the filling of vacancies in elective office by 
special municipal primary and general elec- 
tion to be held in conjunction with the next 
regular City or State election, provided, 
that vacancies shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the City Council until the Monday 
following the next general City or State 
election except vacancies occurring within 
40 days and not less than 4 days prior to 
the deadline for filing nominating petitions 
for a City or State primary election?’ was 
11,197 of which 9,305 votes were cast in 
favor of the Proposal No. 1 and 1,892 votes 
were cast against the Proposal No. 1. 





Whereas, the larger number of votes cast 
were cast in favor of amending the City 
Charter, on motion of Mr. Pressley and 
supported by Mr. Lavey the proposal was 
declared carried. 


Adopted by the following vote: 


Yeas — Miss Brown, Mr. Pressley, Mr. 
Lavey—3. 


PROPOSAL NO. 2 
SALE OF PROPERTY 


The whole number of votes cast for Pro- 
posal No. 2 “Shall the City Council be 
authorized to sell approximately eight (8) 
acres located at the Southwest Corner of 
West Saginaw and Stanley Streets in said 
City to General Motors Corporation for 
expansion of Fisher Body, for the sum of 
$74,250.00 said sum being the fair market 
value of the property as appraised?” was 
11,792, of which 10,581 votes were cast in 
favor of the Proposal No. 2 and 1,211 votes 
were cast against the Proposal No. 2 


Whereas, the larger number of votes cast 
were cast in favor of the Sale of the Prop- 
erty, on motion of Mr. Lavey and support- 
ed by Mr. Pressley the proposal was de- 
elared carried. 


Adopted by the following vote: 


Yeas — Miss Brown, Mr. Pressley, Mr. 
Lavey—3.
